The papers In the suit, set 
forth, 


as'facts, that the defendant corpora- 
tion is engaged In a retail mercantile 
business; ,that under the provisions 
of the corporation tax law, It is re- 
quired to flle statements of its indebt- 
edness and give information as to all 
departments of its business and nay 
a tax of one per cent upon its entire 
ftnual net income over five thousand 
dollars. .Therefrom the lawyer com- 
plains that the requirement to 
file 


euch Information Is unconstitutional; 
that the tax would impose an unwar- 
rantable burden upon 
the 
charter 


granted by tfie state of Vermont; that 
the demand encroaches on the sov- 
ereignty inherent to the state in a 
manner which was not agreed 
to, 


either expressly or by Implication, by 
state or people, when Ve'nnant was 
admitted to the union. Violation''of 
the fifth Amendment of the Consti- 
tution is; alleged, In that tie publicity 
feature of the law Is calculated to de- 
prive' the corporation of its property; 
that its competitors will be able to 
gain,by destruction of its privacy. 
Violation of the Fourth Amendment Is 
alleged, in tlat the provisions con- 
.template "unreasonable searches and 
seizures;" to the injury of the 'right 
of ;the people to be secure In their 
persona, houses, papers and effects." 
Violation of the Tenth Amendment Is 
alleged on the ground that the power 
asserted has. never..been delegated to 
the United states and, accordingly, Is 
reserved to the slate of Vermont or 
to the ipeople. in addition, it is sub- 
mitted in tie. bill that the proposed 
tax ia a direct tax, within the mean- 
ing of section 2 of Article I. of the 
Constitution; not an excise tar, as 
professed in the language of the .law. 


It is said that the case has arrived 


at the Supreme court in the quickest
